Tue esperimect now being made by 


the Rev. Charies Si. Sheldon, who has 
engaged the Topska Daily Capita 
Bcwapsper to be under his absoJui 
control for a week, has attracted much 
attention throughout the country: bu 
we apprehend that little goodwill be 
accomplished, while the eril of the 
sensational character of the enter 
prise may more than counter-balance 
ali that may .be accomplished in thi 
interest of religion. The novelty o 
the enterprise and the' seasationa 
character it has assumed, will mak 
Mr. Sheldon's daily newspaper b 
read for a week by several hundre< 
thousand people, but if he were to con 
tinue it, the Topeka Capita! would 
certainly Qnd itself at the end of sis 
months with fewer subscribers than i 
had before hs assumed control of it 


, The success of the enterprise, is en 


tirely because of the sensational at 
tributes with which it has been invest 
cd, giving itoae of the chief features 
of modem yellow journalism. 


The daily newspaper cannot be a 


religious newspaper according to the 
standard o£ those who insist that a 
newspspersbould contain nothing bu 
what is proxnotive of religion- Sine 
teea^twentletha of the religious peo 
pie are in tbe world and of the world 
and they are none the less relig'.oni 
because they conduct their daily pur 
suits according to the methods of th 
world. Theae methods are isonsst as 
demanded by the laws of ev<ry state 
and they must have the news of the 
world in which they live and part o 
which they are, and they must have i 
in its entirety.

failed solely because religious peopl<

No. 3, but ever since its 
establishment oa .7 an. 8, 1S50, the Bi- 
ble has remained in the possession of 
th« lodge. R. 0. Craven, -a prominent 
officer cf the lodge, has been appointed 
to represent the lodge here during the 
jubilee exorcises and serves as the cus- 
todian of the prized old book during 
its visit to this city.— San Jose (Cal) 
Slercury.
